ROTHSCHILD the members of the Council will offer their hearty wishes 
forasafe return. To his father they will give a truly warm welcome 
to the seat now identified with his illustrious family—-a welcome all the 
more sincere for the knowledge that “ Mr. LEopoL_p” is stepping 
into a position which his sense of duty alone impelled him to 
accept. The new Council is meeting at a very critical moment in the 
affairs of the nation, and one, let us add, that is not without special 
anxiety for the Jewish section of the population.

“ COMMUNAL RE-ORGANISATION.” 


\ViTH this in view the present chaotic “communal organisation,” 
to employ an omnibus term, must be a matter of no small anxiety. 
Nobody can contend that the ecclesiastical religious conditions through- 
out the country are such as to carry us through these times with a 
feeling of security. Now, assuredly is the tim® to take in hand that

teralded. The war is no valid excuse for delay; it is a reason 
lor acceleration.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH JEWRIES. 

WE are sorry to note that, judging from the querulous utterances 
of a number of American Jewish journals, Jews in the United States 
by no means appreciate or understand the point of view of their 
coreligionists in this country on the question of the war. There 
seems to be an idea floating in the minds of Jews across the Atlantic 
that the Jewish citizens of this country have flung themselves into 
this war either from a light-hearted desire to be in the thick of the 
fray, or merely because they feel themselves bound, apart from the 
rights or the wrongs of the grim and awful struggle, to range them. 
selves on the side adopted by the nation so as to manifest 
their loyalty as British citizens. Both these theories 
profoundly and lamentably short of the truth. It is just because the 
issues involved in the war cut so deep and are so far-reaching, 
affecting Jews vitally as such, that we English Jews have buckled 
on the sword with such resolute enthusiasm. The issues of the war 
appeal to us as Jews and they evoke our enthusiasm as Jews, much

A PROBLEM FOR CIVILISATION. 
What our American coreligionist$ appear not to understand is that it 
was Germany which imparted to the struggle this universal and moral 
significance. From the day that she chose to reduce treaties to waste- 
paper, to set up the theory that “necessity knows no law,” and to 
crush the weak and the helpless under thetwheels of her ruthless War 


machine, the questions at issue ceased to be those of communities or 
even nations. They became a problem for civilisation and the 
struggle that: grew out of them was. one directed against 
anarchy and barbarism. It should be evident to the blindest 
that if the German ideals. triumphed, not only the Jews, like 
every small nation, but the best of Jewish ideals, indeed the 
fundamental bases of society, were jeopardised unto death. It was in 


that strong and innermost conviction that [Lritish Jews threw them- 
selves with unquenchable ardour into support of the war, and we have 
all along felt that we have a strong ground for complaint’ against our 
American brethren because they have attributed to us motives for our 
support of the war against Germany far less in accord with the calls 
as Jews. To have so griévously misunderstood us was in 
ffence. To argue, as our American coreligionists have, that 
we entered upon our part in the war, and the consequent brotherhood 
of arms with Russia, frorn any mere sectional purpose is grievously to 
misapprehend the truth, and, we regret to say it, to show a distress- 


inadequate appreciation of the great causes that are now at

NEUTRALITY. 

To us, indeed, this struggle is nothing short of a Holy War-—-a war 
in which all the conditions of human progress, and with them the 
chances of Jewish redemption, hang in the balance. If American 
Tews have not seized this salient fact, we are deeply sorry; but 
we ourselves cannot stay our hand or act otherwise than we have 
acted in respect to the war during these ten dark tragic months. The 
explanation of the lack of sympathy shown us by some American 
Jews may lie in the fact that English Jews and their coreligionists in 
America are differently circumstanced. We are in the very crater of 
disturbance; they are but lookers-on from afar and unable to see the 
lava for the smoke. but that is not our fault, and we deserve credit 
at their hands for better than they ascribe to us. So far as American 
Tews are concerned they are necessarily bound as loyal American 
citizens to respect the attitude of neutrality which is the chosen policy 
of the Republic and we neither ask, wish nor expect them to adopt 
any other. but this we would say: if neutrality it is to be, then 
they must take every care to carry out that policy in the spirit and in 
the letter. \Ve should find it hard to appreciate their conduct if, 
labelling themselves neutral, they weighted their neutrality with a 
strong bias in favour of the German belligerent. 

COMMON TIEs. 

AGAIN there are some who have been inclined to attribute the meagre 
response of the two million American Jews to the war fund appeals 
for the benefit of sufferers in the allied countries to sympathy 
with the Central Empires.: \We are assured this is not the case, 
but we do emphatically assert that the best and surest way by which 
American Jews car évince their neutrality is to help in works of 
mercy wherever the call may be. Up till the present that assistance 
has been confessedly inadequate and entirely in @iscord with the fine 
standard which our American coreligionists themselves have in 
previous cases set. Wedo not ask those who may conscientiously 
differ from us to belie their own convictions. But we do ask them, 
Since it is their duty as American citizens to be neutrals, to be good 
neutrals. We ask them above all to be good Jews, and while they are 
loyal adherents of their country’s lofty traditions not, either by acts of 
Omission Or commission, to set a cleavage between two communities 
bound together by ties which we hope are insoluble, not the least of 
which ties are a common vernacular and a common citizenship of 
communities.

It shows that Lord Knutsford fails to appreciate the real objects and 
motives that animatethose who desire to see a Jewish Hospital established, 
No one supposes that the Hospital has not striven. “ to 
please the Jews,” or that patients there do not receive 
every possible attention and consideration, But anyone who knows 
anything of the Jewish Hospital movement must know that the 
call for it is based not, as Lord Knutsford appears to suppose, because of the 
need for “ Yiddish-speaking " doctors, surgeons, nurses, or interpreters: it 
is not a language question, It is a question of the Jew, when stricken 
with illness and possibly facing death, feeling it something of a 
sorrow and’ a pain to be in non-Jewish surroundings, in a_ non- 
Jewish institution. That sorrow or that pain may be palliated, it 
cannot be overcome, by Jewish wards and kosher kitchens, nor 
even by the visits of Jewish ministers. It is a question, too, of there being 
opportunities, fair opportunities, found for hospital practice for Jewish doctors 
and nurses. These are questions which neither the London Hospital nor 
any non-Jewish hospital can fully compass, whatever the “ real sympathy ” 
towards Jews it may manifest and which has never fot a moment been 
in question except, apparently, in the mind of Lord Knutsford. It is 'there- 
fore of real value to know that Lord Knutsford is not opposed to the 
founding of a Jewish hospital. His assurance on this point wil! for the 
fuiure prevent the opponents of the project quoting him as a great hospita] 
authority—as he, of course, is—who supports their opinion. His explicit 
denial that he communicated the views attributed to him to Lord 
Rothschild must be accepted, since we have his word about the matter. 
All I would say is that I merely transcribed faithfully the version as it 
reached me, and which I had no reason to suppose was in the least 
garbled or exaggerated.

Presentations to Sir Philip and Lady Magnus. 


Sir Philip Magnus, M.P., was entertained at dinner on Wednesday, at 
Carpenters’ Hall, by the Association of Technical Institutions, who presented him 
with an address on his retirement from the active direction of the Department of 
Technology of the City and Guilds of London Institute. Among those present 
were the Right Hon. Herbert Samuel, M.P., and Mr. Laurie Magnus. In 
presenting the address, Mr. J. H. Reynolds outlined the work done for educatioa 
by Sir Philip Magnus, who was one of the smal! body of illustrious men who 
formed the Royal Commission of 1882 appointed to inquire into the question of 
scientific training abroad and its. application to industry, the outcome of whose 
efforts was to be seen in the vast development which, during the last twenty-five 
years, had taken place in the United Kingdom of the means of scientific and tech- 
nical training. Sir William Mather also presented to Sir Philip a scarf-ring made 
at the Arts aad Crafts School of Birmingham, together with a silver rose bow! for 


Sir Pu1Lip MAGNUS, in acknowledging the gifts, said that at the time he took 


up the question practical education did not exist in our elementary schools, The 
movement in favour of technical education succeeded in infusing a new spirit into 
the schools. To-day we were no longer behind any country in Europe in the 
ability of our teachers, the equipment of our schools, and the opportunities which 
were now afforded for all capable children to rise by successive stages to the 
highest possible grade of education.

RUSSO-JEWISH PROBLEMS, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 

‘Two pleasant moves were made during the week to render the Jewish problem 

less acute, A number of prominent Jews and Poles met at Warsaw to discuss the 


formation of a society and the publication of an organ and pamphlets which 
should aim at a permanent peace between the two peoples. The ecclesiastical 
authority, Balabucha, has brought the Jewish problem before a gathering of 


aristocratic Real Russians at Petrograd. He described the Jewish bravery in the 
field and urged the necessity of recognising all who fought for Russia as Russian 
Citizens deserving full rights. The prominent feature of the evening was the 


applause of the audience and the thanks tendered to the lecturer by subsequent 
speakers 

The air is, however, still poisoned by such organs as the Novoe Vremrya, the 
Zemstchina, and the Russky Invalid. These organs connect Jews with such 
acts as the sinking of the “ Lusitania,” and with other crimes which the papers in 
question invent. 


OFFICIAL ACTS. 


The Government has stopped the inquiry instituted by the Liberal Russian 
writers, MM. Andreyeff, Gorki and Sologub, on the participation of Jews in the 
war and on the attitude of the Christian population towards our coreligionists. 

The authorities have also vetoed the resolution in favour of abolishing the 
anti-Jewish restrictions adopted at the Siberian Municipal Conference. 

[he Minister of the Interior has frustrated the scheme of Count Ignatieff, the 
Minister of Educat to admit all Jewish students who had studied abroad to 
private Kussian hig! hools and to grant them the privilege of submitting them.

MILITARY HOSPITAL VISITATION, 


A meeting of the Committee of the Union of Jewish Women was held at the 
residence of Mrs. N. L. Cohen, 10, Sussex-square, on Monday. 

Mrs. COHEN, the President, said they had come together to hear of te. 
Union's activities since the general meeting in February. Then there was the new 
work they had undertaken—the visitation of sick and wounded Jewish soldiers 
Referring to the country holidays for ladies, she mentioned that when the war had 
broken out they had let their cottage at Westcliff. Now they found that mary 
poor ladies were in need of a country holiday and she appealed for donations :o 
help the Maintenance Fund. 

Mrs. C. G. Henrtoves, Treasurer of the loan funds, said that all! 
L'nion’s trainees were occupied and some wefe receiving an increased salary 

Miss KATE HALForD, the Secretary, spoke on the general work during the 
last few months. Several members had promised financial assistance for relic! 
measures, and needlework patterns had been supplied for articles to be made 
at workers’ homes. They had paid several ladies for Care Committee work. A: 
the beginning of October real urgency work had to be undertaken at the Union i 
connection with the inrush of Belgian refugees. The Union had assisted 
hundred refugees since October. Maternity homes had been arranged and 
some cases mothers and their infants were sent to convalescent homes. 

Mrs. HostTerR spoke on the present state of the labour market for women 

The PRESIDENT referred at some length to the work that the Union contem- 
plated undertaking in connection with the visitation of sick and wounded soldiers 
In England and Wales alone there were upwards of six hundred military hospita 
exclusive of hospitals in private houses. To cope with.the Jewish inmates in the 
two hundred and fifty hospitals in the Eastern and Aldershot districts, there were 
two Jewish Chaplains, since the Rev. M. Adler was at the front. For the three 
hundred and fifty provincial hospitals, six additional Chaplains had been appointed 
There was in this visitation work a brobdingnagian task for the community; andto 
assist in the vast and urgent work the Union had placed its services at the disposa 
of the Visitation Committee. 

Miss HANNAH Hyam detailed the system of hospital visitation, especial'y in 
its application to sick and wounded soldiers and sailors. She had been, she said 
connected with the visitation work of the United Synagogue for the past twen: 
years. Military visitation would bea large field to cover, and a large number 
visitors would be needed. As the wounded Jewish soldiers and sailors could : 
be centred in two or three hospitals, it would be necessary to go to all the hospita 
to seek them out. 

Mrs. Move c also referred to the subject, remarking that if a Jewpwere | 
suffering, from morning till night when a Jewess came into the ward that man wa 
comforted. When our own friends were ill we went to see them and in the 
way we required visitation in our hospitals. 

The PRESIDENT mentioned that the Union was one of the societies invok 
by the Board of Trade to enrol women in their Registry of Emergency Wom 
Workers.

A WORD FOR THE LONDON HOSPITAL. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. S. LEVY, M.A., New Synagogue 
Egerton Road, Stamford Hill, N. 


Sik,—To all who try to think clearly and act consistently it must be a source 
of great pain that “ Mentor” has converted his advocacy of the Jewish Hospital into 
~an attack on the London Hospital. 

I have acted as visiting minister to the [London Hospital for many years. 
Eleven years ago, together with the late Rev. S. Singer, I consecrated the present 
Hebrew wards, which are of the very best in the very best of hospitals. 

l am penning these few lines in support of Lord Knutsford, the inspiring 
Chairman, to repeat at the present juncture what I have said and written time 
after time, that the London Hospital shows every possible attention to its Jewish 
patients. From my intimate knowledge of the work of the “ London,” I can testify 
,o the faithful way in which it realises its motto, by being a real centre of mercy in 
jhe relef of suffering humanity without reference to race or creed. 
|Our correspondent is mistaken in supposing that any suggestion of neglect of 

Jewish patients or of any sort of inattention has been made against the London 

Hospital. On the contrary, everyone is aware that the best service at its dis 


posal is always rendered by that great institution to all patients, irrespective of 
creed,—EDITOR... 


A REPLY TO LORD KNUTSFORD. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Dr. A. GOODMAN LEVY, Lieut. R.A.M.C., 
Great Missenden, Bucks. 

SiR,—As one who has been in close touch with the Jewish Hospital movement 
for many years, I may be permitted to endorse “ Mentor’s” view that Lord 
Knutsford has been largely responsible for the opposition to the Jewish Hospital, 
His letter in your last issue, whilst ostensibly a disclaimer, is in reality a cynically 
frank repetition of the formul# originating from the London Hospital, which have 
done so much to damage the movement. They may be Lord Knutsford's honest 
opinions of a rival charity, but why does he scatter them broadcast if, as he avows, 
he has no wish, intention, or power, to opposé any such Hospital ? ” 

The gist of the whole matter is this: With the best of intentions it is impos- 
sible to adapt the constitution of a British Hospital to the efficient treatment cf 
the East End Jews, and no one can be better aware of this than Lord Knutsford 
- himself and the managers of the other London hospitals which attempt to deal 
with this problem. 

If Lord Knutsford's feelings towards the Jews—I speak of the “ Jews” specifi- 
cally and not of the “Community,” for I draw some distinction—are such as he 
states, then let him help, as he can very well help, to establish the Jewish Hospital, 
which they require and which is now being built by them, on a proper working 
basis. He, and his Committee of Management, have already been properly 
approached in regard to placing the management of the Jewish Hospital in com- 


munication with, and under the partial control of,-the London Hospital. This 
offer they refused to entertain—it still, I believe, holds good. 

BASELESS ALLEGATIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. DENZIL MYER, 30, Pembridge 


Gardens, W. 


Sir,—lI have hitherto refrained from entering into the controversy regarding 
the building of the Jewish Hospital, though I feel very deeply that. the Hospital 
is not needed, that it will adda new and heavy burden to the resources of the 
community, and we cannot hope for anything approaching the efficiency and skill 
of the existing general hospitals. I feel now, however, when it has been suggested 
that the need for a Jewish Hospital arises from a lack of sympathy on the part of 
the authorities at the London Hospital, the time has come when the strongest 
protest should be lodged by those who have a knowledge of the work of the 
London Hospital, and those living in East London who derive benefit from that 
Institution and from whom patients for the new Jewish Hospital would presumably 
be drawn. 

I have been regularly visiting the London Hospital for years past. 1 know 
intimately a vast number of Jewish patients who have passed through its wards, 
and I have never known a single instance where any such patient has complained 
of lack of sympathy or neglect by the authorities of any Jewish custom or ideal. 
On the contrary, 1 am amazed not only at the tolerance of the authorities to 
customs and habits that they cannot possibly understand but also at the pains 
that are taken to see that nothing of this sort is neglected, whether it b2 in the 
special wards set aside for Jewish patients or any other wards of that great 
hospital, which unfortunately are constantly in requisition to accommodate the 
many Jewish patients needing treatment. 

it will not harm the London Hospital if the Jewish Hospital is opened. It 
may be possible to conduct a Jewish Hospital with advantage to the Jewish 
inhabitants of East London. My own view is that it would be far better to use 
the funds to increase the special Jewish accommedation at the London Hospital. 
However that may be, it is, to my mind, infinitely harmful to the Jewish commu- 
nity to allow unjust and untruthful suggestions to b:2 circulated, without protest 
and denial, which are calculated to damage the fair name of an institution 
that has shown such unselfish and liberal-minded devotion to the cause of 
humanity, irrespective of class or creed.

The Midrash relates that at the conclusion of the seventh day, when 
the sun set. Adam was afraid. and he struck two stones together, which act 
produced the first fire. He thereupon gave thanks to God that he had 
found a light to replace the sun, and this is said to have been the first 
prayer, one of th inksgiving. The earliest mention of prayer in the Bible, 
if we except the offerings of Cain and Abel and Noah, with which no prayers 
are mentioned—is that of the priest Melchizedeck, whom Abraham met 
after rescuing Lot from the four kings. This, too, was a prayer of thanks, but

coupled with praise. The patriarchs arefrequently representedas praying, as 
also are Moses, Joshua, Samuel, David, Hannah, Hezekiah, Jonah, Daniel, 
in fact all the great characters of the Bible. Their prayers were 
generally petitions for the granting of some boon or favour. This was 
probably the earliest form of prayer. In this connection, however, it 
should be noted that the Hebrew word for prayer, Tefillah, comes from 
a root meaning to judge, to think, to discriminate, or even to. hope, and 
the word actually means either “thought” or “ discrimination” (between 
good and evil). 

tut it is not the object of this essay to go into the origin or the 
psychology of prayer; the purpose is to relate the history of the Jewish 
prayer book, the ‘“ Siddur” and the “ Machzor,” and it will be found a 


most fascinating study. The Jewish prayer book is seen to be far more 
than a collection of prayers for Jews, it abounds in history and historical 
data. Every change in the fortunes of our people has left its mark on 
this volume, every idea and aspiration can be found in this liturgy. Even 


varies, Aratnaic mingles with Hebrew, sometimes even in the 
the Kaddish, and Greek and Latin words occur in 


the language 
same sentence, as in 
Hebrew guise. 


ORIGIN. OF THE: PRAYER 


The origins of the prayer book are lost in antiquity, and its known history 
is at least two thousand years old. During the time of the first Temple 
praying was purely devotional, and language, form, time, and place of wor 
ship were not fixed at first. 
Sung: by the Levites, and the vows of repentance prescribed with the sin 
offerings, although Maimonides relates that at least one prayer a day was 
obligatory from the time of Moses to that of Ezra. We must also note 
the forms of prayer specified in Deuteronomy for the bringing of the first 
fruits and the giving of tithes, and: there is, of course, the priestly blessing 
in Numbers. 

Kegular daily services only began after the destruction of the first 
lemple, when the people were told to “ repay the steers (of sacrifice) with 
the prayers of our lips,’ or in other words, prayer took the place of the 
offerings which had been discontinued. The prayer used was what is now 
known as the Amidah or Shemoneh Esra (Eighteen Blessings). It is pro- 
bable that the outlines at least of this prayer existed even before the 
Destruction. We read that ~ Daniel went up unto his house where he 
had open windows in the direction of Jerusalem, and three times every day 
he kneeled upon his knees and prayed and offered thanks before his God, 
as he had been doing before that time,” showing that regular prayer 
thrice daily was an old institution in the days of Daniel. Psalm lv., a 
prayer for forgiveness,; mentions prayer at 
noon,’ while the Chronicler states that David offered regular prayers at 
morning and evening, nothing being said of a third service. 

It might be asked why there is no record of these early prayers. The 
reason, undoubtedly, is that it was considered wrong to write them down, 
and written prayer books are a comparatively modern innovation. The 
Talmud says, “They who write down blessings are as if they burned the 

In Talmudic times prayer seems to have been 
the middle classes. 


The only obligatory exercises were the Psalms 


recited chiefly by 
Rabbi Gamaliel exempted husbandmen and working- 
men, who were represented by the readers of the congregations; and the 
higher classes or scholars considered their studies of the Torah as being 
more important than prayer. 


It has been seen that the Amidah was the foundation of the Ritual,’ 


and this prayer, or series of prayers, is still to-day the centre around which 
every service is built. It now consists of nineteen blessings in place of the 
original eighteen from which it gets the name Shemoneh Esra. 


THE BLESSINGS. 

The first three blessings, and the last three, all of which are included 
in every service, daily, Sabbaths, festivals, and holy days, are probably the 
most ancient. The first is the ~ Birkat Abot,” or blessing of the Fathers, 
praising the God of the Patriarchs; the second has reference to the 


resurrection of the dead, and the third is the Kedushah, or blessing of 


holiness. The three concluding benedictions are “ Retzeh,” on the restor. 
ation of Zion, * Modim,” on gratitude to God, and “Sim 
prayer for peace. 

The intermediate blessings, now thirteen in number, were no doubt 
gradually compiled from the prayers of individuals which crystallized into 
statutory blessings. Traces are still left of this building up, and we have

similar places, who seek relief for their aching bodies and leave with maimed 
souls. It is for the misery-laden Jewish habitations of the Fast End slums 
where the keen eye of those gentlemen cannot penetrate, and their mighty philan- 
thropic hand cannot reach, that the Jewish Hospital is established.

records of a period when there were not even eighteen blessings. This 
gradual building up process is one of the most noticeable features all 
through the Prayer Book, another prominent characteristic being the 
repugnance to omitting or altering whatever was finally included in the 
ritual. Thus the blessing for the rebuilding of Jerusalem must have 
been added after the Destruction. The one that follows it, “ Cause the 
ofispring of David speedily to flourish,” was at one time part of the same 
blessing. The last one to be included, that against slanderers and apos 


tates, was inserted during the ascendency of the Pharisees and was 
directed against the Sadducees. On Sabbaths and Holy Days these 
intermediate blessings were omitted, and a single special benediction 


suitable to the day was inserted in their piace. 

If the Amidah was the foundation of the Jewish Prayer Book, the 
recital of the Shema was the cornerstone of the services. The liturgical 
use of the three passages from the Torah now grouped as the Shema is 
probably even older in origin than that of the Shemoneh Esra. The 
first portion was used alone at first, as being a particularly fine summing 
up of the principles of Judaism. The second portion was evidently 
chosen because it supplements the first, and even repeats in almost 
identical terms some of the verses in it. The third portion gives the 
command for the wearing of Tsitsith or fringes, supplementing the com 
mand in the first portions for the use of the Mezuzoth, both being tokens 
of the observance of the Divine behests. 

The Shema was read antiphonally, a member reciting it from memory, 
and pausing after stated words for the congregation to join in. It is 
said twice daily, as were ‘the prayers ordained by David, while the 
Amidah is said thrice, as were the prayers of Daniel. 


THE MORNING, SERVICE. 

On examining the make-up of the morning service, which will be con. 
sidered because it is typical of all the services and is the most important, 
it will be seen that a large body of matter now precedes the reading of the 
and the Amidah. This matter can be divided into two parts. The 


first part consists of a number of private prayers, which were originally said 


Shema 


in the home, but which have now beer transplanted into the synagogue. 
Many of these still retain the singular number in which they were written, 
and in many congregations the reader does not don the Tallith until the 
completion of their reading. They are not included in the synagogue 
prayers of the Sephardic ritual, Their origin is obvious, there being 
blessings on awakening, washing the hands, dressing, e¢tc., showing how th: 
Jews accompany every act of daily life with prayer. The morning service 
proper begins with the beautiful short prayer “OQ my God, the soul which 
Thou hast given me,” followed by a succession of blessings. These blessing 
grew up gradually, some early prayer books do not coutain them all, and 
some were. optional and not meant for daily use. 

The first Yehe Ketzon ( May it be Thy will"); the prayer “ to cause us 
to walk in Thy Law and not to fall into temptation ”’ was originally written 
in the singular number, and the change to the plural is a doubtful improve 
ment. The second Yehe Retzon—” Deliver us this day "’—-was written by 
Rabbi Judah the Prince (135-220), the editor of the Mishnah. 

The second part of the early morning service preceding the Shema con 
sists of & collection of Psalms, ending with the Shera, or Song of. Moses 
introduced by a blessing and concluded by another. On Sabbaths and Holy 
Days the latter blessing 1s preceded by the very beautiful prayer “ Nishmat 


(The breath of all living). This prayer and the concluding blessing 
Praised for ever be Thy name” are very old. “~ Nishmat”™ grew out of a 


prayer of thanksgiving for timely rain, and the earliest form was in use for 
hundreds of years before the fall of the Temple. The sentence “ Beside 
Thee we have no King, Redeemer, or Saviour,"’ is seemingly a protest against 
Christianity, and therefore a late interpolation. The number of Psalms 
read is increased on Sabbaths and Holy Days, and they were all added by 
various readers who believed that all services should begin with songs of 
praise. 


PIFYUTANIM, 


This indicates briefly the framework on which the morning service has 
been built. It has been filled in by passages from the Talmud and by 
later prayers and by a number of hymns called im Hebrew “ Piyutim.” 
The latter were the works of innumerable authors or piyutanim, who 
were generally Chazonim who introduced their own compositions. As might 
be expected the various communities show a great diversity in the number 
and matter of these hymns. The greatest of the piyutanim was Eleaze: 
Kalir, who has been variously assigned to dates between the seventh and the 
tenth centuries, the probability Being that he lived in the latter part of 
the seventh. Almost as many places lay claim to being his birthplace as 
do tor Homer, but it is now decided that he at least lived in Palestine. Hi: 
lite is shrouded in legend and tradition, and his hymns were the subject o! 
Cabbalistic study andinterpretation. Itis said that heavenly fire surrounded 
him when he wrote his form of the Kedushah. He wrote literally hundreds 
of piyutim, over two hundred of which still survive, and very many have 
been lost. His language was the Hebrew of the Bible with many daring 
innovations, such as the use of nouns for verbs, verbs for nouns, and 
adjectives were coined from both, and new words were coined to com. 
plete his verses. For this reason, and because of recondite allusions to the 
Midrash, his style is often obscure. His form was elaborate. It is 
said that he ascended to heaven and learned from the angels the art o! 
writing alphabetical hymns full of alliteration and acrostics. His rhymes 
sometimes extend to a full page. Withal his thoughts show a loftiness of 
conception where not obscured by the style. Among other piyutanim were 
Yannai, the teacher of Kalir, Meir ben Isaac, Meshullam ben Kalonymus, 
Eliezer ben Nathan, and many of the tosafists (commentators on Rashi’s 
notes on the Talmud). 

It was in Spain that Hebrew poetry reached its highest development, 
the greatest of the poets being Solomon ibn Gabirol, Judah Halevi, and 
the two Ibn Ezras. Maimonides also wrote a few hymns, The Spanish 
style was simple and the thoughts elevated. It is noteworthy that the 
Sephardi ritual contains none of the works of Kalir, but it naturally abounds 
in the writings of. the Spanish school, especially in the Day of Atonement 
services. 


THE CABBALISTS AND THE LITURGY. 
The Cabbalists have also left some mark on the liturgy although thie 
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influence is not now as prominent as it once was. Their writings are 
replete with angelology and the mysticism of the Zohar. The Sephardi 
ritual is affected in this way at least as much as the Ashkenazi: ‘in fact 
the philosophy of Solomon ibn Gabirol undoubtedly influenced the develop- 
sent of the Cabbala., 

A popuiarising process is very noticeable in connection with many 
prayers and hymns. Thus, Alenu (‘It is incumbent on was 
riginally an introductfon to the “ Kingdom” prayers in the Additional 
Service for Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur, and it is still found there. 
It was only after the ninth century that it became the concluding prayer of 
the daily morning service, and it was still later that it came to occupy its 
resent position as concluding prayer of all services. The hymns Yigdal 
ithe thirfeen creeds) and Adon Olam (Lord over all) were both originally 
composed for the Day of Atonement, and in the city of Worms the latter is 
still only sung on the eve of that Fast. The so-called Hymns of Unity and 
the Hymn of Glory were originally restricted in the same way, while the 
hymn Amabdeel (° May He who maketh a distinction”) now forming 
part of the Habdalah or Sabbath conclusion Service, is obviously a 
penitential hymn for the Neilah Service of the Day of Atonement. 

The reverse process is also found. En Kelohenu (" There is none like 
our God”) was originally said every day, but is now reserved tor Sabbaths 
and Holy Days. 

A number of prayers found in earlier prayer books have now perished 
completely. The best known of these is a blessing formerly said before 
the Shema, 

The commonest feature, as mentioned previously, has been that of 
expansion. Thus the number of Abinu Malkanu’s (Our Father and Our 
King) said during the Penitential season seems to have grown from the 
two mentioned in the Talmudic story of Rabbi Akiba, who produced rain 
after a prolonged drought by reciting this prayer. There are now 29 of 
these verses in the Sephardi ritual, 38 in the German, 44 in the Polish, 
while in Salonika they recite 53. Another example of this is the number 
of “ Al Het's (" For the sin”’) in the Kippur service. The Siddur of Rabbi 
Amram, about the end of the ninth century, contains eight of these, which 
have now become 44 in the Ashkenazi service, although the Sephardim by 
the reverse process have cut the number to six.

PRIVILEGE FOR THE READER. 


One feature of ancient prayer books which 


now missing could well 
restored ; that is, the privilege given the reader to choose from a number of 
suitable prayers. The Siddur of many very beautiful 
prayers of this type. In fact, the worshipper was encouraged to frame 
some portion of his prayers for himself, and it was only due to the 
standardising intluence of the printing press that what might be called the 
blank page was omitted from the prayer book.

The first blessing seems to have been the prayer Ahabat Olom (“ With 
everlasting love’’) now said in the morning and evening services before the 
Shema. This has been amplified in the evening service by a blessing for the 
twilight hour, and in the morning service by one for the light of day. The 
morning blessing has again and again been increased by Piyutanic embellish- 
ments to its present great length. Saadia gives what he calls a contraction 
of this prayer in a few lines, which recent discoveries in the Genizah of 
Cairo show to be identical with the original form of the prayer. 

The second and third parts of. this early service require no explanations. 
The three final blessings were: (a) Amet ve-atzeb (“True and certain ”’), 
a commentary on the Shema which is still read after it, the evening form 
being somewhat different to the morning one; (b) A blessing called “Con. 
cerning the Service,’’ probably the sixteenth blessing of the Amidah in an 
early form, and (c) the priestly blessing in the form now found as the 
eighteenth blessing of the Amidah. It is possible that these last two bless- 
ings form the nucleus of the whole Amidah. : | 

The first mention of a “ Collection” of prayers, or a written prayer- 
book, is to be foundin the fifth century, or about the time that the traditional 
law was also being written down to form the Talmud; and from that time no 
traces of various prayer-books can be found. These early “ Collections ”’ 
were by no means uniform, as they contained the compositions of various 
readers in various localities. Hymns or supplications, psalms of praise or 
wailing dirges, were added in harmony with the significance of the day for 
which the particular service was written. These additions are not all of the 
same age, and the order in which they succeed each other was not the same 
in all places. These variations led to many local traditional “ Usages.” 


VARYING FORMS OF THE LITURGY, 


It must be remembered that while the Jews were dispersed through 
many lands, in the first centuries of the common era the centre of Hebrew 
learning was in Palestine, and later also in Babylon. As these places were 
the sources of two distinct literary traditions, so they led to two varying 
forms of the Liturgy. These differ not only in the wording of the ancient 
prayers, but still more in the additions which were made in the hymns and 
psalms used, and in the order in which the various prayers follow one 
another, One of these Rites is the Sephardi, the other the Ashkenazi. To 
the former belong all Jews who live in the Mohammedan countries and 
South-Eastern Europe, as well as the descendants of those who formerly 
lived in Spain and Portugal; to the latter belong all the other Jews of 
Europe, German, Russian, Polish, etc. These two Rites can each be further 
subdivided into a number of minor groups, based on the selections of hymns 
used and the order of the prayers in the services. 

How old some of these Minhagim (Rituals or Uses) are cannot be 
ascertained easily, but they must be of great antiquity. In the eighth 
century they were already so diverse that the Gaonim, the heads of the 
Babylonian Academies, tried hard to introduce some uniformity by establish- 
ing everywhere the Usages; but even then the local traditions were so 
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strong, and the old established Minhagim so deeply rooted, that these 
powerful authorities could not entirely succeed in changing them. There is 
no doubt, however, that this attempt must have obliterated some of the 
greater differences, and it has made it very difficult to reconstruct the 
Liturgy of the sixth or seventh century. There are no prayer books in 
existence dating from that time, but some lucky finds in old libraries have 
given clues to the forms of these ancient services. 


The oldest known prayer book is of Babylonian origin, ascribed to 
Gaon Kohen Zedec, who lived in the middle of the ninth century. ‘This 
has been lost. The oldest Order of Service now existing is that of Gaon 
Amram, which he sent to Spain about the end of the ninth century. 
However this Order, while it may have influenced the Sephardi prayer 
book to some extent, was not adopted by the Spanish Jews in its entirety, 
as is evident by comparison with thirteenth century prayer books. The 
Ashkenazi ritual agrees much more closely with that of Amram. Based 
on this fact the Haham, Dr. Moses Gaster, has concluded that the Ashkenazi 
ritual is of Babylonian origin, hence the Sephardi is of Palestinian 
origin. Zunz had previously believed that the reverse was the case, 
principally because the Sephardi Usage shows a complete absence of the 
piyutim of Kalir, who was of Palestinian training. Gaster explains this by 
the fact that the Spanish * Use"’ was well established before the time of 
Kalir and resisted his influence as it did that of Amram. This view is 
strengthened by comparing the two rituals with other old ones known to be 
of a Palestinian origin, and with the Order otf Prayers composed by Gaon 


Saadia. Of late years also the hitherto unknown ritual of the Jews ot 
Yemen has been discovered, and it bears a remarkable likeness to that

(authorised by Chief Rabbi Nathan Adier) in 15¢1. 

The first reform prayer book was published in 1515 in Hebrew and 
German, at Hamburg. ‘The changes in the text were mainly directed 
against the belief in a personal Messiah and in the restoration of the Jewish 
State and the sacrifices. The text was also abridged, translations were sub- 
stituted for part of the Hebrew prayers, and silent prayer was abolished. 
It was read from left to right, and the Sephardi pronunciation of the 
Hebrew was used. This book caused a very bitter discussion, and it was 
interdicted by the rabbis of Hamburg. In 1854 Geiger published his book 
which was decidedly less radical than the earlier one. In 15841 the first 
English prayer book was published in London by D. W. Marks. In America 
the first one was Merzbacher’s Seder Tefillah in 1855, followed by 
Wise’s Minhag America in 1857, and Einhorn’s Olat Tamid in 1553. 
Wise’s book was published in Hebrew and English, and Hebrew and 
German, Einhora’s was in Hebrew and German. In 1895 the Union 
Prayer Book for Jewish Worship appeared, edited and published in two 
volumes by the Central Conference of American Rabbis. A revision of this 
book is now in course of preparation.—The jewish Criterion (Pittsburg).

SUNDAY RELIGION CLASSES TO BE DISBANDED, 


We learn that on financial grounds the Committee of the Jews’ Free Schoo 
have decided to disband “ for the present” the Hebrew and Religion Classes held 
on Sunday mornings. 

The teachers (male and female) have already received notice that their services 
will not be required from the end of this month “for the present,” owing to the 
closure, for financial reasons, of the school on Sundays. No less than about 
70 teachers and 2,850 children—1,670 boys and 1,180 girls—will thus be ailected. 
We understand that the House of Rothschild still contributes munificently to the 
school, but that the community is failing in its support of the institution. 

The annual excursion to the Crystal Palace and the subsequent school treat 
for boys and girls of the school—costing £200—have also been abandoned.

Jewish Board of Guardians 
Aid Society. 


A general meeting of this Society was held on Sunday at the Central Synagogue 
Chambers. Mr. JOSEPH TRENNER, who presided, stated that the Society had contributed 
to the parent Board up to the end of December, 1914, a sum of £171, but he regarded 
that amount as very small indeed in view of the large number of Jewish residents in the 
West Central District. An organised attempt was now being made to reach as many of 
the local residents as possible who were not subscribers to the Board. More than one 
half of the members of the Central Synagogue did not subscribe to the Board, either 
directly or through the Synagogue Committee or the local Society. He appealed to each 
member of the Society to obtain at least one additional subscriber; which would have the 
immediate effect of doubling its membership. 

It was decided to co-opt ladies to serve as members of the Committee. 

The report and balance-sheet (which had been audited by Mr. B, A. Fersht and Mr. 
M, Naselski) were adopted, and the following were elected: Mr, Joseph T renner, ig 
dent; Mr. J. Victor, Vice-President ; the Rev. Michael Adler, B,A., Hon. President; Mr,

EXPRESSIVE. EYES.” 

Yet, although as a race we have been credited with the finest and must 
expressive eyes of any people, we are notoriously prone to neglect their 
proper preservation.. This point was emphasised (writes a coz:respondent of 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE) in the course of a recent chat with a Jewish 
optician who, in the space of twelve years, has_examinéd the eyes of over 
100,000 Jewish boys and girls, and whose experience of our racial defects in 
vision is both wide and interesting. 

Mr. John Jacobs has the advantage over the majority of refractionists 
in that he has had an eye for the more human side of his i vestigations, 
and has brought to bear upon his professional duties an unde-standing and 
a sympathy that has made him immensely popular among the boys and 
girls whose destinies are being moulded in the great establishment in Bell 
Lane. He is also clinical assistant at one of our largest East End 
disp-nsarics, 

“ Itis a peculiar thing,” remarked Mr. Jacobs, “and I have noticed 
it particularly in the case of foreign parents; that there has long been an 


objection to what these good people regard as * tampering with the sight’ of 


their little ones. 

“ This objection is not quite so pronounced as it was, but it happens 
with suthcient frequency to arouse comment and occasional mild remonstrance. 
The queer part of the matter is that these same parents do not mind in the 
least how they drug the child for its physical ills, but as soon as one seeks 
their permission to prescribe for its eyes they object absolutely.” 

l’o they assign any reason for this curious attitude? 

“Yes. They say they object to the wearing of the glasses, more 
especially when the child is a girl. This is especially noticeable after 
schooldays, when girls between the ages of fifteen and twenty, with marked 
defects in their vision, refuse emphatically'to wear the glasses.” 

And the reason in this case? 

“The only possible reason—that the lasses are on the look-out for 


husbands, and fear, quite needlessly, that the wearing of glasses will spoil . 


their appearance and consequently their prospects of matrimony. The 
procedure is to examine the eyes of the children and mark the defect on a 
special card which is handed to the Care Committee. This Committee in 
its turn places itself in communication with parents, whose? signature is 
recessary before the defect can be remedied. 

“Itisevident that in many cases the parents do not apprehend the 
importance of the matter. You tell them that the child should have drops 
in the eyes. They hold up their hands in horror in the belief that we are 
ruining the little one’s sight, not realising that by placing the eyes in a static 
state we are doing the best thing possible to prevent the child overcoming a 
visugl defect by persistent straining. 

DO NOT BELIEVE IN GLASSES. 

“ Ask one of these old-fashioned mothers why she does not agree to 
glasses for her child and she will tell you’simply that she ‘doesn’t believe 
in them.’ “Look at my eyes’ she will) explain to you, ‘there's nothing 
wrong with them!’ And in nine cases out of ten this same woman 
possesses a defective vision which has represented a distinct handicap, though 
she would be the last to admit it. | 

Happily, this attitude is not quite so marked as it has been. It is the 
less to be understood when it is realised how modest-is the demand upon 
the parent's purse and how clearly the Care Committee impress upon the 
parent the advantages such treatment will bring. 

~ So far asthechildren are concerned, and Jewish children are notoriously 
sensitive, one rarely comes across a boy or girl who is taunted by school 
chums with the epithet of ‘four-eyes!’ and decides forthwith to abandon 
the glasses altogether. That has been the experience of Mr. Jacobs.

‘My experience is that no ill effects can possibly result from readinz 
from books in which the type isin the familiar square characters. I would 
go farther and say that these types conform to the most up-to-date scientific 
requirements, and are infinitely more beneficial to the sight than the print 
in the average school book. 

“On the other hand, all the care exercised in our day schools is 
rendered valueless by the cramped, unhealthy condition of far too many ot 
our Chedarim,. You will find that the great number of Cheder Rebbes are 
quite indifferent to the hygienic conditions of their so-called * schools.’ 

It is a matter of indiffence to them how the boys sit in their desks, or 
how the light falls on the books, so long as their charges absorb a sutticiency 
of Rabbinic pabulum. It does seem to me that before very léng our com 
munal leaders would be well advised to look into this matter, so vitally 
necessary to the physical well-being of our boys.”

Mr. Jacobs is an uncomprising critic of the sight tests laid down by the 
London County Council, which tests he describes as utterly farcical, and as 
seriously imperilling the vision of the men and women of to-morrow. 
Briefly, his contention is that the Council takes no cognisance of latent 
errors in a child’s vision. Without going into technicalities, the iron rules 
of the Council are such that it frequently happens that the child whose 
vision is passed as good, is in reality subjecting his sight to severe strain, 
and may be suffering from latent hypermetropia, or long sight, a fruitful 
source of headaches. Time and again, the attention of the Council has 
been directed to this unsatisfactory state of affairs. But, who dares to 
question the Council's infallibility ? 

An interesting circumstance upon which the optician dwells is the 
prevalence of blue and grey eyes among Jewish children of English 
parentage, eyes of brown or black being an invariable rule among children 
of Eastern European origin. 

There is, too, something of a topical note in Mr. Jacobs’ experience that 
of the many Jewish recruits who, rejected on account of eyesight, submitted 
themselves to him for treatment, the percentage of second rejections has 
been nil.

THE HISTORY OF THE HUMAN RACE, 
If we look down history, we shall find that God has ever been active-in the 
midst of the nations, always overturning that He may introduce a civilisa- 
tion that is a shade better than the civilisation that preceded it.

To the careless eye it may seem as if the world was going 
back, but whenever the critictl period comes it will be found that the best 
is always on thetop. There was a time in history when it seemed that the 
Persian world was likely to destroy the civilisation of Greece, which was the 
promise of many future civilisations. But when the critical battle came, 
the Greek was master of the situation. The same thing happened again in 
the conflict between the Romans and the Vhcenicians. There seemed a 
day when the Pheenician, with his.dark superstitions, his terrible practices, 
was about to triumph. But when the ultimate time came, the Roman was 
at the top,. with his wiser, healthier and nobler conceptions, ideals and 
strivings. It was the same a little later when Mohammedanisin came 
into contact with Europe, and the Moor was at the gate of Vienna. It 
seemed as if-the inferior civilisation was going to swamp the nobler. But 
God, Who sat upon the face of the waters, said, * Hitherto and no farther.” 
Mohammedanism was turned back, and it has been going back ever since. 
History repeated itself.again at the time of the Armada, when it seemed 
certain almost to humeth observers that the sbips of Spain would win in 
their mighty conflict with England. But He that sat upon the floods sent 
forth His breath, and they were scattered, and the nobler civilisation, con- 
taining the germ of all good things, was secured in perpetuity. Again, in 
he conflict between the Northern and the Southern States of America, in 
the war of emancipation, there was a time when it seemed as if the South 
had decisively won, and statesmen wished to recognise the South asa nation, 
and in the words of John Bright, “ to make slavery the corner-stone ofa 
new empire.” It seemed almost accomplished, but God waited His time, 
and then Grant came and conquered and slavery perished, and the salvation 
of the world was assured once more. Itis alwaysso. All history seems to 
point to the truth that, as a great writer once said, the men who do win 
in war are the men we should wish to win. And the lessons of history 
are not going to falsify’ themselves to day, when all Europe is 
an armed camp, with two groups of nations ranged on opposite sides, the 
one group determined to uphold the ideals cf civilisation; while the other 
musters its strength for the evil purpose of overthrowing civilisation. And 
there emerges the further lesson that God has not made this world

Always His purpose is to make men and nations pure 
and perfect. He has done it in thé past, He will do it still.. Let that 
be our consolation to-day, when we look out upon the desolate places 
of the earth, and think of the ravages of war, and hear the agonising 
cries of the perishing. God is doing now as He has been doing through all 
the ages of the past. Out of all this carnage and destruction He is building 
up a better and a stronger and a grander race of mortals than the world 
has hitherto known. At the present moment men's thoughts are turned to 
a fair city in the south, the City of Venice. Fourteen or fifteen centuries 
ago a few fishermen laid its foundations in the slime of the lagoons. These 
men, with a few sticks and stones, began the creation, and as time went on 
there grew out of this slender and rude beginning the city of solemn temples 
and gorgeous palaces, the city of great painters, sculptors, and poets. And 
they built it out of the seas and established it upon the floods—the ideal 
city, the city dear to all lovers of the perfect. That city upon the sea may 
well stand for us as a symbol of the world itself. What its fate will be we 
do not know, but even if the whole world were to go to pieces we may be 

ure that God never actually destroys. The destructive is also the con- 
structive. If the world were to go down, He would build in its place 
something that is larger, more rational, more perfect. Therefore, let us not 
lose heart when it seems to us that things are breaking up. Itisin the nature 
Of things that they should be alwayschanging. We may even thank God that 
nothing persists, because nothing that has yet been created is good enough 
to persist. We have to fight with brave hearts, that out of our conflict there 
may emerge a better and fairer world. And while. we are fighting let us 
remember that those who ought to win do win all the time. 
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A STRONG APPEAL FOR 
“ WEAK”

It was early in August last. The poor East End child, selected for the 
benefits of a holiday in the country to be spent during the second fortnight 
of the school vacation, had already received from the s\ mpathetic visitor engaged 
in his case the official Form D. This form, which had been safely deposited by 
the little one concerned in a place out of the baby’s reach, was the recognised 
passport for two weeks real joy and happiness. On it was plainly written the name 
of the country village or destination, the place of assembly, and, what was of the 
greatest importance to the anxious child, the date and precise time of depariure. 
This latter information the poor boy felt he could ill afford to overlook ; and most 
probably his intentions were'to run no risks but to present himself and his luggage 
at the meeting-place long before the appointed time of assembly. The forfn like- 
wise contained the necessary instructions relating to the return bome at the end of 
the fortnight ; but these were regarded by the child as the least interesting part of 
the document. | 

How slowly the last few weeks had been progressing! The appointed day, 
however, was. drawing nearer. How close .and Oppressive the air around was 
beginning to feel! It was Somé ConS6latidw tome child that there could be but 
one more restless night to be spent in tl.e stuffy atmosphere of Whitechapel. The 
fcllowing night might also prove a sleepless one ; but would it not be passed*amid 
different surroundings in a bedroom overlooking green fields or the open sea? 

What happiness must have been experienced by the little one when the 
assessed contribution was declared fully paid ; but was not greater joy being antici- 
pated’? Of course this would have beén: but, unfortunately, on this occasion, 
the dreams of sea and country were truly dreams, not meant to be realised. A 
postman’s knock, and then a card containing most unwelcome and unexpected 
news. The child is briefly informed that, on account of the outbreak of war, 
there would be no country holidays for him. What a keen disappointment ! 

With an aching heart the poor child starts unpacking the little canvas bag or 
pillow-slip that contains the scanty wardrobe that had been collected, patched and 
washed for use in the country. It must be recognised that the provision of this 
meagre outht is often the result of exceptional effort and sacrifice by the parents. 
Is it not difficult to find the Jewish father or mother not ready to undergo self- 
denial for the benefit of his or her little ones ? 

The child could scarcely realise that his prospects of the eagerly anticipated 
holidays had so suddenly been dashed to the ground. His own excitement was in 
one moment smothered by the excitement of war. 

As many as two thousand poor children were thus, last August, on the eve 
of their departure for their holidays, informed they would have to rejoin their 
brothers and sisters at play in the crowded courts and alleys of London. - All 
this would not have mattered so seriously if the children's holidays had been 
arranged solely with the object of giving pleasure, and if the question of health 
had been but a secondary consideration. There surely were among those dis-

‘appointed last sammer many ailing and weak children, to whom a fortnight in the 


country would have served as a cheerful antidote against much suffering during 
the severe winter that followed. , 

With regard to the coming season the Committee of the Jewish Branch of the 
lund have special and urgent work before them; for, as they state in their annual 
report, following last year's disappointment and a year of exceptional hardship, 
the claims of the Fund must be greater now than ever. The Committee point 
out forcibly that the country holidays are an absolute necessity; for it should be 
recognised that, in the same way as the hospitals are under obligation to continue 
their treatment to the deserving, the Holidays Fund must be regarded as an institu- 
tion the benefits of which cannot be denied the poor without seriously affecti® the 
health of their children. It should be borne in mind by the community that, 
without the help of this Branch, no Jewish child could participate in the benefits 
offered by the Children's Country Holidays Fund. 

It would be inopportune these troublous times to supply readers with a 
lengthy description of the happy hours spent by the limited number of children 
who were fortunate enough to go away last season. The object of this year’s task 
is the provision of holidays for the little ones especially selected on account of the 
feeble state of their health. The present condition of things does not justily 
anything more. 

The Committee, howéver, feel confident that the exceptional difficulties to be 
experienced this year ‘vill not prove insurmountable, and that it will be possible to 
arrange holidays for about 2,000 specially selected children, For this purpose the 
sum of £800 is at once ne2ded. 

Mr. Maurice M. Keyser, whose addressis 21, Cornhill, is now the Treasurer, 
and will gladly receive the funds that will enable weak and ailing children, mnclud- 
ing cripples, to be taken for a fortnight, where the air is pure, so that they may 
gain the strength and vigour they so much need to help them to brave the ensuing 
winter in their London homes.

SOME TRIBUTES. 
From “R.” 

One of the most forceful and most courageous representatives of orthodoxy in 
England has passed away in Mr. Julius Lunzer 7°Y, the President of the Adath 
Yisroel Congregation. Of outspoken and straightforward character and a man of 
clear purpose, he devoted the best part of his life and energies to the cause of 
traditional Judaism. But his was not the so-called “ official ” orthodoxy of to-day— 
the orthodoxy of compromise characteristed by the inconsistency of its theory and 
praxis. His brave soul resented such “quarrels of the heart,” and peaceful 
though his heart was he fought and strove manfully for three decades to 
establish a home in the Metropolis for cultured and at the same time 
uncompromising and fearless orthodoxy, clinging faithfully to the whole 
law and whole tradition of Israel. And he succeeded. From the smallest 
beginnings of the North London Beth Hamedrash, established in a narrow room, 
he led the small band of his friends from strength to strength, until at last he 
began to see his dreams realised Whatever the future has in store for the 
“ Adath” in England—and its scope and its possibilities are great and manifold, 
indeed— Julius Lunzer's name will for ever be connected with it. 

Thus, the coming generation will probably picture him a strong, energetic 
fighter for a holy cause, but those who worked with him and the large circle of 
his friends will always remember him as an extremely kind-hearted and charitable 
man. He was fond-of those charitable acts which never came to the public's 


notice and he spent liberally far beyond his means. Never has the hungry poor 
left his house—a real Jewish home in the old true sense of the word—without 
sharing the meal at the family table. His orthodoxy will stand forth as an example 
that with all its “rigidness “ 1t does mean “to deal thy bread to the hungry and 
that thou bring the poor that are cast out to thy house.” May his righteousness 
go before him and the vlory of the Lord be his reward '

The news of the death of Mr. Lunzer came as a great shock to everyone. Not 
only in his public life was he esteemed but in his private life his large-hearted 
benevolence made him beloved by all. He filled a position in the Adath Yisroel 
Sv: agogue which is inadequately described “ President.” He was that and much 


more. He was the very soul of the synagogue. .It is but afew weeks ago that, 
at the general meeting, he spoke so enthusiastically of the progress of his Kehilla, 
That was his great characteristic—enthusiasm, and he enthusiastically poured his 
heart, soul and means into the service of Orthodox |udaism.

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JEWIsH BOYS AT PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


THE Rev. A. A. GREEN AND UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. A. A. GREEN, 43, Arkwright-road, 
N.W. 

Sir,—In your issue of last week there appears an anonymous letter purporting 
to give the history of the offer by University College to afford the opportunity for 
Jewish Religious Instruction at that School. The letter says :— 

“ A second and still more favourable arrangement was deliberately refused by the 
clerical head of the Hampstead Synagogue.” 

“ About four years ago the Council of the School invited the ministers of all denomi 

nations to arrange for religious instruction on Saturday mornings to pupils of their 
respective congregations. The offer was eagerly accepted by the various Christian bodie 
but it was refused by our own people on the ground that the want was amply provided for 
by the Religion Classes of Hampstead Synagogue." 
Personally, I should prefer to ignore this charge against me that you have admitted 
to your paper from your anonymous correspondent, but the Chairman of the 
Classes Committee, who acted with the late Chief Rabbi and myself, all through 
he negotiations of some four years ago, thinks that some disclaimer ought to be 
made. 

In reference to the first clause in the indictment, all that can be said is that it 
is not true. 

The second clause contains a half truth and is best met by giving the plain 
facts. University College asked me if I would attend to give instruction to the 
Jewish boys on Saturdays, and I agreed with readiness. 

Unfortunately when it came to details, the only time that the school could 
offer me was during the hours of Synagogue service on Sabbath mornings. | 
could not be at the school and the synagogue at the same time. But so far from 
refusing the offer, now made impossible to me, we consulted the Chief Rabbi as io 
the advisability of choosing between the opportunity of sending someone other than 
myself and the conservation of the duty of Jewish boys to attend synagogue on 
Sabbaths. Dr. Adler did not hesitate. Like myself, he was very disappointed 
that the school could not offer an hour in the afternoon, but he ruled that it would 
be unjustifiable to place a premium upon non-attendance at synagogue, especial! 
as so many of the boys were regular attendants at the Sabbath Services, and it wa 
upon his instructions that I reluctantly declinéd the offer after a fruitless attemp: 
to secure another time. It was also at Dr. Adler's suggestion that I asked t!. 
school to point out to such boys as were not receiving religious instruction that th 
Hampstead Synagogue Classes were open to them. ‘I make no comment upon ' 
garbled version of your correspondent which is written either in ignorance o!

SIR,--As my son attends the public school at Tonbridge, I have read with 
great interest the sermon of the Rev. Vivian Simmons on public schools and agree 
with him in all he said, especially about the influence of the parents. 

It may interest a good many parents and ministers to know the way the Head- 
master of Tonbridge School met my views when I entered my boy for Tonbridge. 
He not only readily gave him leave for Sabbaths and Jewish Festivals, but allowed 
him to leave school on Fridays in the winter at three o'clock, and, being a day 
boarder, made arrangements with the Housemaster to have special vegetarian 
meals for him, and the Housemaster offered to get kosher meat from London. 

There are about half a dozen Jewish boys at Tonbridge, and none of them 
have to attend chapel. I feel sure if there were a dozen boys, and their parents 
wished it, it would be possible to establish a Jewish House at Tonbridge. 

I thank the Rev. Mr. Simmons for taking up this matter, as it is a vital question 
for the Jewish community. I hope his sermon will bear good fruit, as we want to

us morning. He had been out as one of a working party engaged in clearing 

round after a successful attack by our Brigade on the German line near Givenchey.

He was at the time talking to the officer in charge of the 
party, Lieut. Roberts, and, ashe fell, called out “ It's all rivht, sir.” -Mr. Roberts 
xnelt down by him and again he said “ It's all right, sir.” He then became uncon- 
scious and died in a very few minutes in spite of medical assistance being immedi- 
diately available. His death is very much regretted in the Company. It will bea 
little comfort to you, I know, for me to be able to assure you that he 
made use, regular use, I believe, of the little manuals of the prayers of his Faith 
which he carried with him. He frequently showed them to me on the occasions 
when I was able to talk to him. You willalso be glad to know that he will be 
buried in accordance with your religious observances, and that the grave in the 
cemetety near “ Windy Corner” will be duly marked shoving his rank, name and 
regiment. If I can give you any further details I shall be glad to do so as far as 
possible. Your son always carried out his duties properly and I am sure did his 
best to live up to the advice lremember your giving him in the little room at 
St. Albans. With my sincerest sympathy for you in your loss. 

The Rev. D. Wasserzug writes :—The news of dear Lionel Goldston’s death 
will be received with profound sorrow by troops of friends in all parts of the 
country. His modest disposition and winning ways warmed every heart towards 
him. A dutiful and affectionate son he has proved a dutiful and loyal child of 
his country, to which he has now given his bright and beautiful young life. Cut 
off on the very threshhold of existence, Lionel is one other of the many gallant 
Jewish lads who have paid the blood-tax which Jews owe to King and country. 
He has given his life to a great and noble cause, but his parents’ sacrifice is 
greater even than his; they have given the life of a dear and loving child. 

THE LATE PTE. ISSY JACKSON. 

We are informed that the Jewish soldier referred to by Col. Vaux (reported 
last week) was Pte. Issy Jackson, youngest son of Mr. and Mrs. A. Jackson, highly 
respected members of the Jewish community, who, until their recent removal to 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, resided in Sunderland for over forty years. The deceased 
soldier joined His Majesty's Forces immediately on the outbreak of the war He 
was very popular in his regiment, being very enthusiastic about the duty he owed 
his native country in the time of her need. He left for the front on April 19th 
and in less than a week was fighting. in the trenches at Ypres, being among the 
reinforcements hurriedly sent up to relieve the Canadians, who were overcome by 
gas. He came through this ordeal successfully and was almost continuously in the 
thickest part of the fighting until he was wounded by shrapnel on May 15th. He 
was at this time in his dugout with two other Jewish soldiers—his own personal 
friends, Pte. T. M. Cohen and Pte. Henry Jacoby. His wound was not considered 
serious. But he only lived five hours afterwards, passing away peacefully in the 
dressing station, his friend, Pte. Jacoby, being present as he breathed his last. 
His death was mourned by the whole of his company. From offhcer to man he 
was known to be one who did his duty, and was deservedly popular with all. His 
friends asked for permission, which was readily granted, to bury him according to 
the Jewish religion, and on the following day, Sunday, five Jewish soldiers dug 
his grave, and allthe Jewish members of his battalion were present when at 2 p.m. 
the same day’he was buried outside the dressing station. Pte. T. M. Cohen read 
the burial service in Mlebrew, and recited the Kaddish. 


FROM RABBI DR? SALIS DAICHES., 


The news which Colonel Vaux, commanding the 7th Durham L.I., conveyed 
in a letter from the front concerning the burial of a Jew serving in his battalion, 
is now known to have reterred to Pte. Israel Jackson, youngest son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Aaron Jackson, Newcastle, late of Sunderland. Pte. Israel (or Issy) 
Jackson who joined Kitchener's Army soon after the outbreak of the war 
was one of the nicest, best educated, and most promising Jewish young men in 
Sunderland. He had a successfu! career at the Bede Collegiate School, Sunder- 
land, and was one of the first and most advanced pupils of the Hebrew classes 
conducted by me some six yearsago. His sweet disposition, his gentlemanliness, 
kindness, and intellectual attainments endeared him to all whocame incontact with 
him, and his popularity among his comrades in the Army seems to have been 
just as great as his popularity among his numerous friends in the Jewish com- 
munities of Sunderland and Newcastle. Col. Vaux is reported to have been 
present at the burial and to have shed tears at the sight which the parting of the 
jewish soldiers with their dear friend and comrade presented when his body was 
covered by them with the soil of Flanders 


FROM RABBI DR. SAMUEL DAICHES, 


I feel I must pen a few lines in memory of my dear old pupil. In my 
ministry years in Sunderland (from 1905 to the end of 1907) Issy Jackson attended 
my Hebrew Classes. How zealously he devoted himself to his Hebrew studies. 
What pride flushed to his face when he translated and expounded a chapter of the 
Prophets, With what inwardness he took part in the congregational prayers. 
An. how proud his good parents were of their youngest'son. I still remember his 
barmitzvah-day. How conscious he was on that day of his Jewish duties. There 
was for atime the idea of his going in for the ministry. But later—the position 
of the Anglo-Jewish ministry being what it is—other counsels prevailed, and young 
Issy turned his attention to business, I lost sight of him for several years. But I 
have heard that he was developing into a fine, self-conscious Jew. Issy Jackson 
was bound to become a good Jew. He was reared in a home of true piety, he 
teceived a good Hebrew education, and he possessed a noble heart. And now he 
has fallen on the field of battle. On May 15th he was killed in action in Flanders, 
in his twenty-second year. Issy was not a fighting boy; he was of a quiet and 
Studious temperament. But when England's cause called Issy joined Britain's 
legions. And the quiet, studious boy fought and fell on a Sabbath, three days 
before our Festival of Revelation. A young life cut down, the pride of the parents 


is one coaselation ; he has laid down his life for great 
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May the nations understand our matchless loyalty and appreciate the sacrifices 
we bring on the altar of the amor patriae. May the fire which is devouring now 
sO many of our sons also devour the ill of anti-Semitism. If this war should not 
be a war of purification then the angels of heaven will weep for ever. 

And thou, Issy Jackson, rest in peace. Thou hast done thy duty. 
thought be the comfort of all who mourn thy loss. ‘ 


THE LATE LANCE-CORPL. HARRY ROSENTHAL. 


The Rev. Jacob Phillips, Chaplain H.M. Forces (Manchester area), writes -— 
Lance-Corpl. Harry Rosenthal (628), 2nd Batt., Manchester Regt, who was 
killed in action recently at La Bassée, was a most popular and excellent soldier, a 
good Jewandaworthy son. He was formerly a pupil of the Jews’ School, Derby 
Street, Manchester. He had served nine years in the army and had been inall the 
big engagements, notably at Mons, Hill 60 (twice), and La Bassée. In several 
letters to me the deceased described the narrow escapes that he had had. On 
one occasion he had just gone to get a drink of water when a shell burst where he 
had left, and killed fourteen men; and on another, a dummy shell fell in the trench 
close to him. Some of his chums went to examine it, but he resisted the temptation. 
A live shell was then fired resulting in the death of a number of them. Colonel 
Brooks, the O.C. 2nd Batt. Manchester Regiment,.in lamenting Rosenthal's 
death, says: “ He was very popular with everyone and we all deeply regret his 
death. Everybody had a good word for him.. He had just been promoted to 
Lance-Corporal and was a most splendid soldier.” Rosenthal, who was 27 years 
of age, leaves a widowed mother. His brother Samuel, of the Sth Lancs. 
Fusiliers, is at present in training at Crowborough. 


THE LATE LIEUT. GEORGE 


A memorial service to the late Lieut. George H, Cohen was held on Monday 
at the Princes Road Synagogue, Liverpool. Among those present were the Earl 
of Derby, the Lord Mayor, Sir Edward and Lady Kussell, Sir Charles Petrie, and 
many other representative non-Jews, as well as prominent members of the. Jewish 
community. The Revs. S. Friedeberg and A. Coleman officiated, and were assisted 
by the Kev. J. S. Harris 

The Rev. S. FriepENERG, in the course of his sermon, said that they had met 
to pay homage to one of their most cherished congregants who had fallen with his 
face to the foe. They did not have to wait for George Cohen's death to know his 
worth ; the strength and sweetness of his character were knownand understood. Ithad 
been truly said of him that he had stood for what was finest in human nature—a man's 
bravery anda woman'stenderness. ‘ His platoon would march anywhere—to Hell 
itself,” wrote one of the men who had served with him. Another of his men had told 
the exact manner in which he had met his death. ‘“‘He died the real pattern ol 
Britain's heroes, leading his men in a charge which was most successful. He kept 
his twenty yards in front of us until he got within twenty yards of the enemy 
trenches, when he was hit.” As he fell, his thoughts were only for the duty he 
had been given todo. “ Kally on, No. 5,” he cried to his platoon, and then after 
a pause his last words, enshrining the thoughts that had evoked some of the finest 
traits of his loved personality, “‘ My God—my people—my platoon,” 

The local company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was in attendance at the 
service. 

Referring in a leading article to the deceased officer, the Liverpool Daily 
Post, of Tuesday, says in part :— 

All who knew Lieut. George Cohen know how true it is that a combined loyalty to 
the best English traditions and to the ideals inseparable from the sentiment of his owa 
race was the mainspring of his character. The beautiful and gracious qualities developed 
by a chivalrous devotion to the duties of citizenship as he interpreted them were not 
blunted by contact with the awful realities of warfare. Rather were they intensified. 
The kindness and consideration he had been wont to bestow upon less favoured citizens 
at home were lavished upon the men fighting with him. His own conduct as a soldier was 
an inspiratian to great deeds in others, as the memory of it must continue to be,

THE LATE. LIEUT. STERN. 
MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

The love and esteem which the late Lieut. L. H. Stern won among all whu 
knew him as well as the respect in which his father, the Rev. J. F. Stern, is 
held were evidenced on Sunday at aspecial service held in the deceased's memory 
at the East London.Synagogue. The synagogue was crowded to its utmost 
capacity by a representative gathering and a very large number who arrived late 
were, to their great disappointment, unable to enter. The service was read by 
the Kev. M. Signaiewsky, with the assistance of the choir under the conductor- 
ship of Mr. H. Weinstein and the accompaniment on the organ of Mr. S. Alman. 
The prayer for the Royal Family and the prayer of intercession were recited by 
the Chief Rabbi and the sermon was preached by the Rev. S. Levy. In aneloquent 
address Mr. Levy described the activities of Leonard Stern, during his short life, 
in behalf of the youth of Stepney, pointed to his deep sense of duty to his God, his 
king, and country, and drew lessons for those who remained behind him from 
the manner in which he carried out that duty. The congregation, which included 
a large number of men in uniform, showed in very many cases by tears how 
deeply affected it was by these references to Leonard Stern. The Kaddish was 
recited by the 7th Stepney Troop of B.-P. Scouts and the impressive service 
concluded with the “Last Post” sounded by the Buglers of the 13th Battalion 
(Princess Louise's Kensington) London Regiment, to which Lieut. Stern was 
attached.

INTERESTING GATHERINGS. 


The second service for the Jewish soldiers in the district of Rouen was held 
on Sunday in the midst of a great camping area. A recreation tent belonging to 
one of the hospitals was lent to the Chaplain, and, from a notice found in the tent, 
it was interesting to observe that in the same place the following services were to 
be held on the same day—Jewish, Church of England, Catholic, and Presbyterian. 
There was an excellent attendance of officers and men, among them being some 
‘“ blue-bottles,” as the wounded soldiers are generally called from the colour of 
the clothes they wear. One of the injured soldiers informed Mr Adler of an 
interesting incident. His regiment was stationed near a body of Canadians, of 
whom a soldier was killed. The officer asked ifany man carried a prayer book of 
any sort from which to read the burial service. The Jewish soldier produced his 
service book and recited the prayers from it over his comrade. Another wounded 
soldier related how one of his friends, Pte. Abrahams, of the King's Royal 
Rifles, had fallen whilst bravely defending an important position with a handful of 
companions. The value of these religious services for men who have either 
experienced the dangers of the war or are about to take their share in them 
cannot be over-estimated. The men display a spirit of devotion and earnestness 
which is most marked and appear to appreciate fully the arrangements made by 
the Chaplain to bring them together for prayer. 

On Saturday evening, Mr. Adler addressed a great assembly of soldiers in a 
Y.M.C.A. hutin one of the camps. Taking as his su»ject “The Jew in Fiction 
and Fact,” he kept the audience interested and amused for half an hour, hs 
remarks being repeatedly punctuated with applause. Nothing was more marked

FRESH ATROCITIES AGAINST JEWS.

PETROGRAD, 

The Bourse Gazette announced that, together with the Russian marty3 
Panasuk, the Jewish soldier Ginzburg was also imprisoned. He was so severely 
tortured by the Germans that he was totally disabled, and vet he refused to furnish 
them with information and rejected all their offers and promises. He subsequently 
escaped to the Russian lines. 

Although the German commander almitted toa Jewish deputation complain- 
ing of the acts of the invaders that the conversion of the Seini Synagogue into a 
Stable was rather “ piggish,” the Germans went a step farther at Snekshni, where 
they slaughtered a pig in the synagogue. They also violated Jewesses there. At 
Goldingen, Jews were publicly flogged by the invaders for trying to hide their 
goods. 

EXPULSION OF THE JEWS FROM KOVNO. 


As a result of the libels of the anti-Semites and their reports of alleged Jewish 
deputations which were supposed to have welcomed and assisted the invaders in 
various places, many Jews have been court-martialled and sent. to Siberia, and 
orders were issued to expel all the Jews from the city and district of Kovno and 
from the districts of Ponevez, Vilcomir and Shavli, as well as from Druskenniki, 
The district round Reval has been closed to Jewish arrivals, and further restric- 
tions against the residence of Jews will shortly be enforced at Paviovsk and'other 
places round Petrograd. 

LATER, 

The Government has issued an order permitting all Jewish exiles from the 
province of Kovno to return to their homes.

He declared that they represented England 
where no distinction is made between race and creed, and that the English 
Delegation would continue to render assistance to all who were in need of it. 


The Fund of the Grand Duchess Tatiana sent 40,000 roubles during the last 


month to the Jewish refugees at Warsaw. At the express desire of the organisers 
of the Fund a Jew has joined the Central Collection Committee. 


Representatives of the All Russian Union of Towns, after an inquiry into the 


pitiful position of the Jewish refugees at Warsaw, have resolved to open a number 
of free in addition to cheap restaurants for their benefit.

It madeamess of twenty 
cigars in a packet and ripped open four sandbags that I had in case of emergency 
and it ruined all my note-paper. Anothe ; bullet went straight through my water 
bottle and of course thatis ruined. All this happened because I had them on top 
of my dug-out, and a sniper must have been up atree to have seenthem. I have 
also a piece chippe d out of my bayonet, but that is not my fault, as another — } 
was using my rifle. We marc h to the trenches in the evening and arr: 
there when it is dark. W hen we are going in or coming out there is the phar 
danger, as the Germans know every inch of the country we are in, as we have 
captured a lot of our positions back. When we are on fatigue that is the 
time we see actual war scenes, such as ruins, etc. . Yesterday a shell 
exploded on a Leeds Rifles trench, killed and wounded ————,, who conse- 
quently died of shock and ruined the nerve of another. Many a time I have been 
within twenty yards of ashell. One burst just over Cohen's dug-out (which is just 
behind mine), but he was fortunately inside at the time. I have been spattered 
with soil from the sandbags in front of me just when I have had a shot. We have

writes to us as follows: A copy of your valuable paper has just reached me from 


home. Having noticed your list of men of our faith now serving the King, I beg 
to inform you that in Malta there are about thirty. I should esteem it a favour if 


you would include my name in the list, and I hope shortly to forward as complete 
a list as possible of my corelig Unfortunately, the Jewish community here 
iS very small, consisting of about half-a-dozen families only, and but for the 
presence of the troops it would be impossible to hold services. However, we have 
just concluded the services of Pentecost in the Synagogue of Valetta, the chief 
town of Malta. The Jewish residents have been exceedingly kind to us and have 
succeeded admirably in making us feelat home. I should like to mention in par- 
ticular Mr. A. Tavar, who has spared himself no trouble in visiting the wounded 
Jews who are now here in hospital from the Dardanelles and in various ways is 
doing much to make things comfortable and happy for us. We cannot express 
adequately our appreciation of his kindness.

LEEDS 


Pte. I. Levi, of the 2nd Royal Munster Fusiliers, writing to his parents at 9, 
St. Peter's Square, Leeds, tells of a very narrow escape during the first of the 
recent British advances. “‘ Last Sunday,” he says, “ we had to attack a certain 
place at the point of -the bayonet, but when we got near the Germans, we had 
nearly all our officers and N.C.O.'s and men killed or wounded, so we had to 
retire. I, for one, could not do so as I was far too advanced, so I had to lie on 
my stomach all day long under heavy shell and maxim fire. It was horrible lying 
there hearing the wounded groaning and crying for water, which we could not 
give them.” 


JEWISH SOLDIER S NARROW ESCAPE, 


“HOW I GOT WOUNDED.’ 


Pte. Jack Cohen who has been wounded at the front and is now at the 
London General Hospital, St. Gabriel's College, Camberwell, in the course of a 
letter to Mr. Charles Sebag-Montefiore, writes: “‘ Thanks very much for letter 
dated May 16th. I will write to you when I receive the parcel you sent me, Now 
I shall tell you how I got wounded. In my regiment we all knew a big attack was 
coming off, but we didn't know when and where. At last we were told two days 
before. It was to advance and capture Fromelles and then on to Aubers Ridge. 
We marched to some support trenches a night before and stayed in them till day- 
break. We were in support to the 25th Brigade. Punctually at 5 a.m. off started 
our artillery with a heavy bombardment; the noise was so great you could hardly 
hear anybody speak. At 6.15 the bombardment ceased; then we started 
advancing. No sooner had we commenced than my chum got hit in the head. 
Shells were bursting all around us, and bullets whizzing by us right and left. By 
tue time we had arrived at the fire trench the Germans had commenced retreating. 
in the meantime they were sending over any amount of shells. Here we were 
waiting for the order over the parapet to capture the German trenches with the 
point of the bayonet when a shel! burst behind me, piercing my arm, smashing it 
to preces. I got wounded on Sunday, May 9th, at two o'clock, and lay on the 
tie'd till Monday ten o'clock. Now I am pleased I am in a hospital in London. 
There is one thing Iam afraid of, and that is that my arm might have to be 

amputated owing to the bone being smashed in so many pieces.

With a view to the formation of a Jewish platoon of sixty-sive men in con- 
nection with the Leeds Athletes’ Volunteer Training Force, the Officer Command- 
ing (Sub-Commandant C. H. Taylor) addressed a well-attended meeting at the 
Jewish Institute on Sunday. 

Mr. M. Myers (Hon. President of the Institute), in opening the meeting, 
dwelt upon the obligation of all citizens to take their share in the national crisis. 

Mr, TayLor explained that it was thought desirable to give the eligible 
members of the Jewish community an opportunity of doing service in their spare 
time, and so equip themselves to defend and fight for the country to which they 
owed so much of their freedom. The platoon would have Jewish officers, and 
equipment would be provided by coreligionists headed by Mr. M. Myers. The 
corps was composed at present of €nthusiastic men who were determined to make 
themselves thoroughly efficient. CriticiSm“as to the activity of the Jews in this 
crisis had been rife. He had come much into contact with them and knew their 
sterling qualities. 

Mr. J. WW. MYERS having addressed the meeting, a number of questions were 
asked, the majority of which had a political significance. 

Mr. TAYLOR expressed disappointment at the attitude’of some of the ques- 
tioners in the matter of militarism. He did not think, he said, that Jews fully 
realised the advantages they had enjoyed under the protection of the Union Jack. 


At the close of the meeting over forty names were enrolled, and a small 
recruiting committee was formed.

Messrs. Mark Berlyn and Ben Benjamin have done 
splendid work as Hon. Secretaries and continue to devote a considerable amount of time 
to the work.

Situation was still extremely serious. Attempts which were being made in neutral 
countries to improve this situation depended for their success upon the goodwill 
of the belligerents. 

An application from the Auckland Zionist Society for affiliation to the Federa- 
tion was acceded to, and the Council learned with much interest of the activities of 
this Society in New Zealand. 

The Propaganda Committee reported on their efforts to enlist the co-operation 
of East End Rabbis in their work, and the Junior Sub-Committee reported on the 
establishment of a new Junior Society in the East End. The Council welcomed 
the statement that an athletic section. would form part of the new society. 

The Council consjdered the position of the Palestine relief work and the matter 
was left in the hands of the Elon. Officers. 


SHEKEL DAY, 


The Shekel Day of the English Zionist Federation will be held in London and 
the provinces on Sunday, July 25th. Owing tothe war the usual manifestations will 
not take place, but it 1s hoped by a well-organised pefsonal canvass to make the 
Shekel collection a great cess this year. The results so far are encouraging. It 
is pointed out that under normal conditions the present year would be Congress 
Year, in which special cftorts are always made for thesale of Shekolim. The hope 
isexpressed that although there is at present no possibility of holding a Congress, 
the Societies will endeavour toenro! as many Shekel-payers as possible,

A report by Dayan H. M. Lazarus on his examination of the pupils states -— 

I was very gratified with the work that is being accomplished there. The founda- 
tions of asound appreciable knowledge of Hebrew are laid methodically by a reduced 
but enthusiastic staff. who believe thoroughly in the efficiency of their method ihe 
youngest class offers the best proot of the soundness of that belief. Drilled by an expert 
and enthusiastic teacher, the young children showed results of four months’ work which 
were extremely gratitying. The fluency and familiarity with the Hebrew text. and the 
range ot actual knowledge of the language, were astonishing. A few test questions at 
once revealed the difference between knowledge acquired at these Classes and its 
semblance brought from without. The middle grade, taught by a former pupil, showed 
uS work in progress. The children were all alive and eager in their answers. In the 
upper class but one or two of the former advanced pupils have been retained. The 
former standard has been according!y reduced by necessity. Yet here. under the skilf il 
direction of a wise master, Bible (Joshua and Judges) is read, commented upon histor: 
cally, grammatically, and exegetically, in eood Hebrew style. Jewish history and religious 
ideals receive proper attention ius. these children are given their Bib'e in the 
original, not in. translation ; their Hebrew prayers, not a version of them. Such girls 
reaching motherhood in years to come will be enabled to rear their children as Jews who 
should know all that is best in Judaism d rectly and not through the medium of a 
often Christian) translator l trust the community will rise to its oblizations 
and support your splendid work as it thoroughly deserves. :

AN AMENDE HONORABLE. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Professor Dr. GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, 
Cincinnati. 

Sir, —Your appeal to me published in your issue of April 16th, shall be promptly 

complied with. You will, however, I hope, give me permission to state the case 

exactly in the interest of readers who may not have paid sufficient attention to your 


remarks. 

You quote from an article of mine, published in The American Israelite, the 
following d 

‘Professor Yahuda 18 a native of Palestine, of Arabic parentage and theretore born a 
Turkish subject. He has lived in Berlin a number of years as a member of the staff of the 
Rabbinical Senunary, and therefore would have committed a breach of the plainest laws of 
hospitality it he actually prayed for the success of the English Army 

Commenting on this statement, you say: *’ Fortunately Dr. Deutsch is as wrong 
in his facts as he is rash in his intervention,’’ The last word, I suppose, stands 
for ‘inference.’ But how about my facts? You admit that Dr. Yahuda is a 
native of Palestine, is of Arabic parentage, and has lived in Berlin for a number of 
years as a member of the staff of the Rabbinical Seminary. Had I added the word 
‘probably ' after ‘therefore,’ saying that Dr. Yahuda was probably a Turkish 
subject, there would have been no ground for any criticism. 

Is the omission of this word reaily such a crime, that your strictures are 
justified, claiming that I might have knawn better, and that “ writing at compara- 
tive leisure’ I should have informed myself better? To this I have to reply that 
neither the “ Jewish Encyclopedia,” nor the latest editions of ‘’ Wer Ist's’’ and 
Kuerschner's ‘* Literaturkalender '' contain any informationon Dr. Yahuda. This 
is not said to belittle the learned gentleman's worth as a scholar (of his scholarship 
I indeed havea high opinion), but merely as a fact 

Now as to my inferences. The “* Festschrift’ of the Lehranstalt, published 
in 1907, reports that Dr. A. S. Yahada, born 1877, was made Professor of Exegesis 
and Semitics. The twenty-third annual report of this institution contains his 
inaugural address on the relation of Biblical Exegesis to Semitic philology. Di 
Welt, of August Ist, 1912, reports his call to Madrid to deliver lectures. Similar 
reports are to be found in the JEWisH CHRONICLE of May 8th and May 27th, 
1914, and in the Allgemeine Zeitung des Judentums, 1914, No. 10. The 
announcement of lectures for the summer semester of 1914 contains an announce- 
ment of Courses to be given by Dr. Yahuda. The report of the general meeting 


of ihe Lehranstalt, held on April 26th, 1914, makes no mention of his retirement, 
nor does the announcement of Courses for the winter semester of 1914 to 1915 
make such mention. Was I not justihed in assuming that Dr. Yahuda was merel\ 
in Madrid on leave of absence and was still connected with the German institu 
tion 

As to my pro-German bias, and as to the propriety of Dr. Yahuda taking the 
stand which he actuall; l take, | prefer not to speak. One could not expect to 
discuss th ues! iy at this moment. Let me say this, however. Iam, 
and have been to: irs, an American citizen, but if I still were an Austrian sub 
ject, and 7; son ere 1 ting inthe army, when on the other side are the sons 
of my frie for. Gaster and Mr. Claude G,. Montefiore, my feelings of respect 
and trrendshiytor these gentlemen would not suffer in the least. Nor would I 
lee! ditterentiy towards Dr. Israel Abrahams, and some other Jewish Englishmen, 
whom it has been my privilege to meet. I will go even farther and say that, had 
1 remained an Austrian subject, and had I ever had the privilege of meeting per 
sonalily Charles Dickens, George Eliot, Canon Driver, Herbert Spencer, or even 
David Lioyd George, I feel certain that these acquaintances would be the 


proudest recollections of my life. 1 hope to live long enough to see that the best 
minds of the world will outgrow the notion that the best authors, scientists 
artists, and even plain every-day gentlemen have to be hated, because they belong 
to a ditierent nation 

As Jews we have at this moment an important duty. English Jews par 
ticularly being in a position to make their weight felt with a nation which is 
the ally of Russia, ought to consider ita paramount duty to see to it that our Russian 
coreligionists shall enjoy the most elementary rights of human beings, namely, 
freedom of residence, of occupation, and of education. It is a sad fact, which I 
derive not from German sources but from Russian newspapers, that in view of the 
heavy sacrifices for the cause of Russia, her Jewish citizens are denied these rights 

Only one personal remark. Am I not entitled to the claim, which by innuendo 
you deny, that I take my work as a publicist seriously? Did I not furnish 
repeatedly in your own columns proofs to this effect? I leave the answer to your 
readers. You speak of meas a man of comparative leisure. Comparative is a 
vague term. I| have my regular work at the College, and furnish about four 
columns every week to the American Israelite. This fact—pardon my frankness— 
you were in a better position to know than I could have known that Dr. Yahuda’'s 
great-grandiather was a protected British subject. You do not know, and could 
not have known, what amount of communal work is required of a man in my 
position. Just for the fun of it, I will state one morning's labour along this line. 
I bad to make peace between a couple that had sued for divorce: I am asked to 
work for the commutation of a death sentence of a Jewish convict: I am asked 
to write an indorsement for a Palestinian school ; and I am consulted by a cabinet- 
maker who wants to swap a city house for a farm. And yet I do not plead 
extenuating circumstances for not knowing that Dr. Yahuda was a British subject. 
I merely prove that I was unable to obtain this information.

Children of the Ghetto.” 


A local scribe who has been giving his reminiscences has been chatting about 
those East End tradesmen who made both fame and fortune in the earliest ‘sixties, 
He speaks of the days that seem to date back to remote antiquity, whereas they 
are spanned by no greater period than fifty years. He illustrates how marked i; 
the chanye that has taken place in the semi-rural hamlet of Mile End Old Town. 
by recalling the fact that one Ben Isaacs, “and one other nearly as good as him 
self,” were the only known Jews trading in the whole of the Mile End Road from 
end to end. This Mr. Isaacs was said to have made a fortune in the Mile En.) 
Road “‘as a pioneeg in the fruit trade.” But that was in the days before t’ 
hawker's barrow waS the poor man’s fruit store, when tomatoes were luxuries, a: 
the banana was a fruit both rich and rare. One of these fine days, when t' 
history of the fruit trade comes to be written, it will be seen how great a part t! 
son of Israel has played in its wonderful development. 


Many are the ghetto boys of yesterday’ who started their careers with ¢ 
modest basket of fruit which they vended outside the West End theatres, and |! 
blossomed forth in later years as-proprietors of important depdts. Those of usw 
know aught of the old fruit market in St. James's Place, Aldgate, recall with de! 
the unmistakable Jewishness of this fragrant corner of the city. Some of us, e. 
on the look-out for bargains eve in our youthful days, can still glow with plea 
at the memory of those delicious half-pennyworths of somewhat mature oran 
Nor can we forget the sight of the nut-bleaching barrels, or erase the memory, 
the prodigious pocketful of sour lemons procurable for the nimble penny. T' 
were halcyon davs Even the matter-of-fact Mayhew has something to say al» 
the ghetto fruit market, which now is but a fragrant memory, 


The old London historian conjures up for us a vivid, and by no m: 
unpleasing, feature of this old Ghetto market, where were laid the foundatio: 
fortunes now enjoyed by not a few ¢clite who reside in Bayswater and Maida Va 
Says Mayhew: “In front of one store the paving-stones were soft with the 
dust emptied from the grape cases. . . .- Here stood a man in a long ta 
smoking-cap, puffing with his bellows at the blue bunches on a tray 
Close by was a group of dark-eyed women bending over an orange case, pi 
out the damaged from the good fruit, while a ‘sallow complexioned girl wa 
with her knife scooping out the damaged parts, until, what with sawdu 
orange peel, the air. smelt like the pit of acircus.” One can almost smell 
mutilated oranges. One can picture the brusque old Israelite with his sm 
cap and busy bellows. 

To continue to describe this Covent Garden of the East—and, after a 
meat shortage is bound to make fruitarians of everso many of us— Mayhew | 
assures us that some of te nut and orange shops in Duke's Place “it w 
impossible to describe.” Here was a seemingly unpromising establishment 
one sat an old woman with jet black hair and a wrinkled face nursing af 
and watching over a few matted baskets of nuts ranged ona kind of carpe 
bench placed upon the pavement. The interior of the house was as empt' 
had been to let.” The old lady's banking account would no doubt have illu 
the deceptiveness of appearances. 


The Chief Rabbi's new official residence will be within stone's throw o! 
interesting market of long ago. It was a familiar saying amohg -non-je 
habitucs that a man who had met with persistent :ll-luck was “ Cursed, Ike 
in Duke's Place.” Certainly our coreligionists of the ‘sixties were no less ¢ 
prising than they are to-day, The proprietors of the coffee taverns were ¢* 
ready to lend their establishments for all sorts of uses; the historian plac: 
record one notice in particular which caught his eye in an eating house o! 
description: “Bible to be raffled for. The property of -:. 2a - 
pressed for hard cash even then ! 


A great deal of fuss bas been made about the holding of a synagogue service on 
a Pullman car, it having been found necessary by a number of American 
coreligionists to travel on the Sabbath. There are some who may feel incline to 


regard it in the light of orthodoxy under difficulties. But those of us who &: 
aught of the hardships endured in the old days by observing Jewish commer: 
travellers, will readily apprehend how futile it would be to draw compar 
There are men living whose stories of their sacrifices in the cause of relic: 
could they be persuaded to tell of them—would cause our young men of to-ca 
open wide their eyes in astonishment. Some were obliged to practise vegetarian: 
for weeks on end, though the fleshpots of Egypt were well within reach did t) 
desire to transgress the Mosaic code. And how many of our Jewish bagmen to « 
have a thought for the requirements of the Sabbath? They will tell you tha! 
“competition is so keen, things are cut so fine,” etc., etc., that they “ daren’t dream 
of such a thing.” 


And yet I have in my mind the experience of an old Ghetto Jew, a grand 01 
man he was, now gathered to his fathers. He made it arule, wherever he mig’ 
be, to make for the nearest synagogue on the Sabbath morning, there to carry ou 
his devotions. There were some who regarded him in the light of a fanatic ; wh 
considered that whilst travelling one might just as well leave one's Yiddishkeit a' 
home. Our old friend thought differently. It so happened that, staying a: 
the ‘same hotel, was another coreligionist, who was at no pains to conceal 
his impatience at this scrupulous regard for the requirements of the seventh day. 
For our traveller had arranged with the hostess that the Sabbath candles should 
be kindled, the table laid as if he were in his own home, and that, so far as was 
possible, the Sabbath atmosphere should not be lacking. Our friend went to syna- 


rogue ; his brother-in-faith made for a big store in the town. They received tbe. 


Jewish traveller well, handled his samples, and gladdened his heart with a bumper 
order. Then the proprietor, a kindly old Quaker, appeared on the scene. “ Pardon 
me, friend,” he enquired, “are you not of the Jewish faith?” The traveller rep! d 
that such was the case, thanking him profusely for his much-appreciated order. 
“But is this not thy Sabbath?” persicted the Quaker. The Jewish traveller 
replied that it was, but * Came the firm reply, “‘ Then, friend, I can have no 
dealings with thee.” 


The traveller made his way back to the hotel, where his friend was enjoyiny 
his Sabbath repast. And as for the sequel, the observant ene made his way to the 
store on the Monday morning, and secured the order@yhich his Jink brother had 
lost. I have heard this story more than once. And each time it is related 
to me, it is hard to suppress a Chuckle. You may suggest to me aufres temps, 
autres moeurs, The man whowill make such sacrifices will find that it pays |" 
the long run.

Its persistence throughout the centuries was due to the way it appealed to all—the 
philosopher and the plain man, the rationalist and the mystic, the conservative 
and the modernist.

The annual reports of the Victoria Working Boys’ Club and of the Wes; 
Central Jewish Girls’ Club have been issued, The following are summaries of the 
two reports :— 

VICTORIA BOYS’ CLUB. 

The Club work, more necessary than ever in these war days, has been carried on we!! 
and efficiently. Fifteen active managers and eighty-four boys and old boys are known t, 
have joined the Army. The Club is represented in the Navy, Infantry, Cavalry, Fieja 
Artillery, Horse Artillery, Flying Corps, Army Service Corps, Army Medical Corps, 
Ordnance Despatches. At the moment eleven are known to be at the front, four have 
been wounded, and two are home on leave. ‘Two have been in hospital and are, happily, 
recovering. Nine have earned promotion, several being members of the gymnastic cia: 
During the opening days of the war, when East End labour was thoroughly disorganise! 
the Committee opened the Club in the daytime; remitted the subscriptions of boys out os 
work, and acted in very close co-operation with the local Labour Bureau. They also len: 
their rooms once more for mid-day meals for necessitous children, as the local accor 
modation was not sufficient to meet the needs of the district. As the labour mari 
improved, with many Governments contracts in khaki, they made increasing efforts 
foster thrift, through the Club savings bank, among the Club members. 


WEST CENTRAL GIRLS’ CLUB,

Most melodious of the works played was the Trio in C 
minor of Mr. Frank Bridge, admirably interpreted by Mrs. Alfred Hobday, Mr. 
Albert Sammons and Mr. C. Warwick Evans. Further emphasis to the cause was 
given by the English songs of Lawes, Purcell and Bishop, sung with remarkable 
clearness of diction by Miss Edith Evans, and the fine speech of Mr. de Lara him- 
self.

Dream,” in which he was given admirable assistance by Miss Alice Dukes and 
Miss Florence Jenkinson. 

Once more the standard of foreign opera has been raised at the London
